I 
apprehend that the present efforts will end 
like all tho rest, for not ono of them has us 
yet touched the root of tho great national 
evil, that so long as the manufacture goes 
on unmolested, drinking- will continue, 
and the business will go on so long as 
there are fortunes to bo made at it.

every scientific expert well knows is tinct- 
ured with some deadly poison.

It is un 


evil which, I hope, will receive your 
most earnest attention. It is a duty, 
and ono of the highest duties of the 
government to secure to the citizen a 
medium of exchange of fixed, unva- 
rying value. 
This implies return to a 


specie basis, ami no substitute for it 
can bo devised. 
It should be oras 


menccd now and reached at the earli- 
est practicable moment cousUtcnt with 
a fair regard to the inteicst of tho debt- 
or class. 


"Immediate resumption, if practic* 


able, would not be desirable. It would 
compel the debtor class to pay beyond 
their contracts a pieminm on gold at 
the date of their purchase, and would 
bring bankruptcy and ruin to thou- 
sands, 
fluctuations, however in a pa- 


per value of the measure of all values 
—gold—is detrimental to the interest 
of trade. It makes the man of business 
an involuntary gambler ; for in all sales 
where future payment is to be made, 
both parties speculate as to what will 
bo the value of the currency to be paid 
and received. I earnestly recommend 
to you, then, such legislation as will in- 
sure a gradual return to specie pay- 
ments and put immediate stop to spec- 
ulations in tho value of currency." 


I still adhere to the views then ex- 


pressed. 
As early as Dec. 4,1863, the 


House of Representatives passed a res- 
olution—by u vote of 144 to 15—-con- 
curring iu tho views of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in relation to tho ne- 
cessity of contracting the currency, with 
a view to as curly resumption of specie 
payments as the business inteiests of 
the countiy would permit, and pledg- 
ing eu-opeiiitivo action to this end us 
speedily as possible. 
The first aut 


parsed by the p^rty in the 41&t Con- 
gress, on the 18th of March, lSb'9, was 
•'An aut to strengthen the public credit 
of the. United State?." 
[Here the act 


rei'crred to is in-ertcd in full.] 


This act still remains as a continuing 


pic l;;o of the 
faith of tlio United 


States, makes provisions at tho car'icst 
practicable moment for tho redemption 
ol United States notes in coin. 
The 


dcelaratioti contained iu tho ait of 
Juno UiHh, ItilU, created the obligation 
that the total amount of United States 
notes issued, or to bo issued, should 
never 
exceed 
§100,000,000. 
The 


amount in circulation was actually re- 
duced to §330,000,000, at which point 
Congress passed an act, February 4th, 
1SGS, suspending further reduction of 
the currency. The §44,000,000 have 
ever been regarded as a reserve to be 


used only in the ease of an emergency, 
such «s occurred on several occasions, 
and must occur when, from «ny. -cause, 
revenues suddenly Call belojw c(Jtpcndi- 
tures, and such reserve is'; necessary, 
because fraetionul currency .amounting 
to 150,000,000 is redeemable in legal 
tenders on call. 


It may be said that such a return of 


fractional currency for redemption is 
impossible, but lot steps Ibc'taken'fojr ii 
return to a specie basis, jind it-will be 
found that silver will take the plape of 
fractional currency as rapidly as it can 
be supplied. 


When the premium on gold reaches 


a'sufficiently low point, with the amount 
o'f United States notes to be issued fix- 
ed permanently within proper limits, 
and the Treasury so strengthened as to 
be able to redeem them in coin on de- 
mand, it will be then safer to inaugur- 
ate a system of free banking, with such 
provisions as to make compulsory the 
redemption of circulating notes of banks 
in coin or United States notes, them- 
selves redeemable and made equivalent 
to coin. 


As a measure preparatory to free- 


banking, or for placing the government 
in a position to redeem its notes in coin 
at the earliest practicable moment, the 
revenues of the country should be in- 
creased so as to pay current expenses 
and provide for the sinking fund re- 
quired by law, and also a surplus to be 
retained in the treasury. 


I am not a believer in any artificial 


method of making paper money equal 
to coin. 
When coin is not owned or 


held ready to redeem promises to pay 
for paper, money is nothing moro than 
promises to pay, and valuable exactly in 
proportion to the amount of coin it can 
be converted into. 
While coin is not 


used as a circulating medium, or the 
cnrrency of the country is not converti- 
ble into it at par, it becomes an article 
of commerce, as much as auy other pro- 
duct. 
The surplus will seek a foreign 


market as will any other surplus. The 
balance of trade has nothing to do with 
the question. 
Duties on imports, be- 


ing required in coin, create a limited 
demand for gold, about enough to satis- 
fy that demand remains in the country. 
To increase this supply I sou no way 
open but by the government hoarding, 
through tho means above given, and 
possibly by requiring national banks to 
aid.
